TBipondent In Kansas information that the 
week previous ''Wild Bill had been slain in 
Galveston , Texas, by a man named Cole, 
whose brother he had ahot while acting as 
City Marshal of Abilene.

collection of Mr, Hickox's former death in 
mind, we doubted tbo authenticity of the 
last named report; but we find that our 
correipondeut'3 account ia fully corroborated 
by f,n Abilene newspaper and also by other 
testimony. 
Not only this, hut we also 


learn from various Western journals that 
"Wild Bill" was again killed in Fort Dodge 
about ten days ago, by two men protending 
to be bis friends, who enticed him into a 
saloon, where at a given signal the lights 
were extinguished and the contents ofsev- 
ttral revolvers shot into him; also, that let- 
ters of a recent dato from "Wild Bill'1 him- 
aelf show that ho was visiting gome friend. 
1, 


in SprlngOeld, Missouri; and finally, still 
later intelligence that Mr, Hickox is out on 
ths Union Pacific railroad, where tho other 
morning in a spirit of pleasantry he shot 
and killed three Indians who refined to 
drink cold coffee with him, insisting on its 
being hot.

That "Wild Bill" fights dis- 
creetly, as well as etlectively, Is attested by 
tbe success ho has achieved in various en- 
counters. If 'tis true that "Wild William" 
has gone on a journey to that bourne from 
Whence no "Bills" return, the frontier cor- 
respondents will have to look about for 
another hero. It Is rather to bo regretted 
that McClosky, the railroad carpenter, who 
died in a Newton dance boiuo, in Kansas, 
lait season, as full of boles as a pepper box, 
was iacrlflced so early In bis career.

Cloiky, who came from tho Northwest, rc- 
ilded In Kansas five months and killed six 
men.
